E  N  G  T  H  of  Time  has  convinced 
great  Numbers,  that  it  is  beft 
to  go  through  the  Small -pox 
by  the  ArtificiaLWay.  Thofe  who  have 
ftrongly  oppofed  its  Progrefs,  remain  now 
generally  filent,  having  had  all  their. Ar¬ 
guments,  which  have  the  Appearance  of 
Weight,  confuted  by  ample  Experience  5 
or  if  they  do  utter  any  thing  to  its  Preju¬ 
dice,  this  is  furnifhed  them  by  fome  who  at 
random  execute,  their  own  Gain  being  their 
Aim,  whatever  is  defired  by  any  who  hap¬ 
pen  to  fall  in  their  Road.  The  greateft 

B  Injury 


Injury  muft  be  done  to  the  Caufc,  if  this 
is  permitted  to  efcape  unnoticed,  the  Ac¬ 
cidents  will  increafe  with  the  Number  of 
the  Unwary,  and  as  far  as  it  is  polTible, 
the  Courfe  of  Things  will  be  impeded, 
and  prevented  in  a  great  meafurc  from 
reaching  their  good  Ends.  Inconfidcratc 
Friends  may  here  do  more  harm  than  open 
and  avowed  Enemies.  To  prevent  tht  Evil, 
it  is  worth  while  to  take  fome  Pains,  and 
it  is  an  Aft  of  Humanity  to  (hew  the  Path 
which  leads  the  Wanderers  to  what  they 
fo  earneftly  defire,  whofe  Ignorance,  or 
Want  of  Confideration,  makes  them  not 
feldom  eagerly  embrace  the  proffered  Ser¬ 
vice  of  any  one  they  meet,  who  promifes 
to  conduct  them  the  right  Way,  though  he 
does  not  know  it,  nor  the  Dangers  which 
may  occur  in  the  Journey,  or  how  to  pro¬ 
vide  againft  the  Inconveniencies  which 
prove  troublcfome,  and  produce  fatal  Con- 
fequences. 

The  many  and  amazing  Benefits  reaped 
from  Inoculation,  cannot  fail  to  give  much 
Satisfadlion  to  every  humane  Bread,  who 

docs 
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does  not  behold  the  Affli£lions  of  his  Fel¬ 
low-creatures  without  feeling  their  Di- 
ftrefs,  which  is  very  frequently  in  the 
'  Smali-pox  by  common  Infection  fo  ex¬ 
tremely  great  and  terrible,  that  Language 
is  quite  infufficient  to  give  a  juft  Defcrip- 
tion.  The  Number  of  Lives  faved  by 
the  artificial  Method  of  having  the  Dif- 
temper,  is  unqueftionably  a  full  Recom¬ 
mendation  of  its  Goodnefs,  and  ought  to 
excite  all  who  wifh  to  give  Eafe,  or  pre- 
ferve  their  Species,  to  take  care  that  this 
moft  excellent  Invention  is  adminiftred  in 
fach  a  Manner,  and  with  fuch  Cautions, 
as  are  neceffary  for  their  receiving  all  the 
Advantages  that  muft  naturally  arife,  pro¬ 
vided  they  do  not  negleft  to  make  ufe  of 
the  Means  they  have  in  their  Power  to 
obtain  them,  in  their  utmoft  Extent. 

I  have  been  induced  to  addrefs  the  Pub¬ 
lic  on  this  Head,  as  I  have  heard  from  fe- 
vcral  Perfons  at  fiindry  times,  that  fuch  a 
one,  and  fuch  have  died  by  Inoculation. 
Some  will  every  now  and  then  be  loft  un¬ 
avoidably,  even  where  the  proper  Perfons 
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arc  employed,  and  thofe  Meafures  taken 
which  ought  at  all  times,  if  we  would  de*- 
ferve  Succefs,  for  no  Mortal  can  com¬ 
mand  it. 

Yet  it  has  been  alledgcd  by  one,  that  he 
has  inoculated  ^  900,  by  another  *  1600, 
and  not  one  has  died  cut  of  the  Number  5 
by  a  third,  that  in  a  Number  which  he 
had  under  his  Care,  amounting  to  more 
than  1200,  from  three  Years  old  to  the 
Age  of  62,  many  of  thefe  afflidled  with 
the  Afthma,  Rheumatifm,  Scurvy,  Hyfterics, 
and  Chlorofis,  one  only  died  by  the  Fault 
of  the  Nurfe.  Thefe  Reports  can  be  un- 
derftood  only,  either  that  they  have  left 
out  of  the  Account  thofe  of  them  who 
died,  and  reckoned  fo  many  left  j  or 
elfe  it  is  meant,  that  whenever  any  were 
in  a  defperate  way,  another  Perfon  was 
called  in,  and  as  they  were  no  longer 
concerned  alone  for  them,  they  did  not 
chufe  to  count  them,  amongft  their  other 
Patients,  for  whom  they  afted  without 

any

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any  Body  clfe ;  but  I  would  have  thefc 
Gentlemen  confider,  that  Ihould  they  be 
believed  to  fpeak  the  Truth,  without  any 
kind  of  Subterfuge,  no  Man  of  common 
Underftanding  can  then  think  their  Aid, 
on  this  occafion,  in  any  Degree  ufefulj 
and  I  mull  confefs  that  I  believe,  that  the 
Numbers  that  have  been  reported  to  have 
been  inoculated  without  any  Lofi,  has 
made  fome  have  a  Notion,  that  there  is  no 
kind  of  Danger  whatfoever,  that  it  may 
be  done  in  any  Place,  at  any  Time,  no 
Regard  had  to  the  Subjed,  nor  any  Sort 
of  Management  made  ufe  of  previous  to 
the  Performance.  This  Sentiment  has 
been '  embraced  with  the  greatejft  Avidity, 
and  moft  zealoufly  propagated  by  the  Sur¬ 
geons,  who  found  they  could  profit  them- 
felves  by  the  Opinion,  it  being  yaftly  con¬ 
venient,  as  they  have  little  Knowledge  of 
internal  Medicines,  or  have  not  much  at¬ 
tended  to  their  Power  or  Efficacy  j  where¬ 
fore  they  are  very  glad,  on  every  Opportu¬ 
nity,  to  fay  there  is  no  Neceffity  for  them; 
it  is  true  it  requires  Skill  to  exhibit  them 
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with  Judgment,  yet  this  Difficulty  ought 
not  to  make  us  lay  them  alide,  lincc  every 
Man  who  has  the  lead  attended  to  this 
Matter,  mud  have  good  Caufe  from  Ob- 
fervation  to  declare,  that  they  are  fre¬ 
quently  of  great  Service  in  many  Cafes, 
What  Part  of  the  Profeffion  is  exercifed 
by  thefe  Gentlemen,  who  do  their  utmod 
to  explode  the  Ufe  of  Internals,  this  by 
them  is  faid  to  be  the  only  Part  profit¬ 
able  to  Mankind,  all  the  red  is  not  worth 

* 

any  Eftecm,  it' is  an  Impofition  on  the 
Public,  contrived  by  artful  Men  for  their 
own  Purpofes,  beneficial  alone  to  thofe 
who  praftife,  and  not  to  the  Patient : 
fuch  often  is  their  Difeourfe  in  common 
Converfation,  they  abufe  others  in  order 
to  gain  Reputation  to  thcmfclvcs.  But 
finding  they  are  not  fo  frequently  credit¬ 
ed  as  they  defire,  they  on  this  account 
have  rccourfc  to  other  Means  i  and  en¬ 
deavour  to  make  one  believe  that  it  is 
beft  to  inoculate  Children  at  the  Breaft, 
hereby  they  propofe  to  exclude  more  ef- 

fcftually  the  Phyfician,  as  there  is  not 

much 
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much  to  be  done  for  the  Patient  at  this 
Time  of  Life  by  Medicines.  How  fat 
they  are  juftificd  in  recommending  Inocula¬ 
tion  fo  early,  will  appear  by  the  Sequel,  the 
Counfel  they  give  is  evidently  fufpicious, 
and  cannot  mifs  to  lofe  its  Authority  with 
the  confiderate  Part  of  the  World. 

I  was  formerly  of  the  Faculty,  but  kind 
Fortune  happened  to  fmile  on  me,  and 
by  one  good-natured  Ad  of  hers,  raifed 
me  up  to  that  Pitch  of  Circumftance,  that 
I  am  not  obliged  to  drudge  on  in  the 
Pradice  of  Phyfick  ;  yet  I  cannot  forbear 
loving  the  Art,  which  for  fome  Time  I 
induftrioufly  applied  to,  I  am  concerned 
for  its  Honour,  this  cannot  fail  to  be  im¬ 
peached,  if  Inoculation  is  fuffered  to  be 
abufed,  and  to  lofe  its  Credit,  which  mufl: 
depart,  if  dt  is  not  performed  by  or  un¬ 
der  the  Infpedion  of  fuch,  who  are  moft 
likely  to  be  well  acquainted  with  the  Small¬ 
pox  both  natural  and  artificial.  The  beft 
Remedies  have  no  good  Virtue,  or  do  Mif- 
chief  mifapplied.  I  am  therefore  not  a 
little  fearful,  left  a  Thing  fo  greatly  falu- 

trary. 
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tary,  fiiould  come  into  Diferedit  amongft 
us,  by  the  aftonifliing  Imprudence  of  thofa 
•who  undergo,  and  perform  it  j  for  the 
Men  who  are  moft  able  to  fet  this  Matter 
in  a  clear  and  convenient  Light,  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  vile  Impolitions  laid  on  the  Pub¬ 
lic,  have  as  yet  not  tried  to  undeceive 
the  Ignorant,  or  marked  out  the  Way 
that  fiiould  be  perfued.  The  Reafon  per¬ 
haps  that  it  is  not  done,  though  it  is  a 
Duty- they  owe  themfelves  and  Mankind, 
muft  be  this,  that  they  doubt  if  due  Re¬ 
gard  will  be  paid  to  their  Remonftrances, 
as  thofe  who  would  be  affeded  by  them, 
would  immediately  exclaim,  unjuftly  how¬ 
ever,  faying,  it  is  not  Refped  for  the  Art 
that  urges  them  to  fpeak,  or  any  Com- 
pailion  for  thofe  who  fuffer  by  wrong 
Condud }  no,  it  is  their  own  dear  felves 
that  they  plead  for,  and  the  Injured  are 
out  of  the  Queftion.  If  this  is  the'  Cafe, 
People  ought  to  be  particularly  cautious, 
and  make  a  thorough  Inquiry  into  the 
Nature  of  this  Bufmefs,  that  they  may 
not  be  impofed  upon,  by  fuch  who  arc 

intetefied 
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intercfted  to  deceive  5  for  which  Pufpoic 
I  fhail  mention  3  few  Things,  which  come 
into  my  Mind  at  prefent,  in  Expedation 
that  it  will  be  an  Incitement  to  fome 
more  able  Hand,  to  take  the  Trouble  to 
do  this  in  a  more  complete  Manner,  fo 
as  to  gain  proper  Attention  5  and  I  hope 
Ee  will  not  (land  in  awe  of  the  above- 
I  mentioned  Reproach,  as  it  muft  appear  to 
I  every  Perfon,  who  confiders,  to  belong 
more  to  the  Man  who  makes  it,  from  a 
I  Confeioufnefs  no  doubt  that  it  is  his  own 
I  Motive  to  Aftion,  efpcdally  when  dt  is 
I  found,  that  he  has  not  the  Title  to  be  em¬ 
ploy’d,  as  he  makes  the  Ignorant  imagine. 

Could  Phyficians  be  perfuaded  to  un¬ 
dertake  the  Whole,  doing  the  Operation 
with  their  own  Hands,  it  would  be  better 
for  the  Patic'nts  inoculated,  as  they  would 
have  the  moft  capable  Perfons  to  determine 
what  Time  is  proper,  what  Diet,  what  Me-' 
dicines,  and  in  cafe  any  other  Difeafedoes 
arife,  they  certainly  know  what  is  beft  to 
be  done  5  but  by  ufing  another  for  the 
I  Operation,  who  makes  no  fcruple  to  a(3t

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out  of  ChJtrafter,  and  does  not  keep  his  ■ 
own  Ttack,  and  as  he  has  an  Opportunity*  J 
to  fay  he  inoculated  (iich  and  fuch  a  onc>  » 
that  is,  made  the  Scratch,  and  put  in  tht 
infefted  Thread  5  hearing  this  it  makes  | 
feme  conceive,  that  nothing  clfc  belides 
is  neceflary,  except  what  this  important 
Operator  performs,  or  is  acquainted  withi 
Great  Simpletons  indeed  !  I  muft  beg 
leave  to  inform  them,  that  this  Malady  is 
more  or  lefs  bad,  according  to  the  Dif^ 
pofition  which  it  £nds  in  the  Afliiflted. 
This  is  affirmed  by  Perfons  of  the  gteateft 
Experience,  and  their  Teftimony  is  indiP- 
putable  5  do  they  ad  right  then,  Who  reft, 
fatisfied  with  fuch  who  fay  nothing  need 
ever  to  be  done,  befides  the  Operation  ? 
Great  Numbers  are  fecn  to  die  daily  by 
common'  Infedion,  where  Exeefs  has  pre¬ 
ceded,  or  a  bad  Habit  of  Body  for  this 
Diftemper  is  prefent.  It  feems  therefore 
prudent  to  take  fuch  Steps,  as  will  avoid 
thefe  Inconveniences,  moft  rcafonablc  fare* 
ly  to  apply  to  thofc,  who  know  this  Ma¬ 
lady  in  all  its  Shapes  and  Circumdances,.

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they  will  give  the  bcft  Advice,  having  ob- 
fervcd  its  different  EfFcds  on  different  Bo¬ 
dies,  they  are  the  Guides  worth  follow- 
ing,  whofe  Care  and  Judgment  will  not 
allow  of  Excefs  either  way  5  the  Patient 
will  be  by  them  fufficiently,  and  not  too 
much  reduced,  the  Strength  neceflary  for 
promoting  the  Eruption  preferved,  and 
nought  left  to  do  harm.  No  one  ever 
thought  the  Surgeon  qualified,  or  to  be  de- 
:  pended  upon  in  the  natural  Small-pox, 

I  although  he  often  in  this  Cafe  is  called  in 
j  to  bleed,  which  is  more  difficult,  and  im- 
!  portant  than  the  Operation  we  mean  5  and 
he  may  then  with  the  fame  Juftice  prefumc 
^  to  epnduft  the  Patient  through  the  natu¬ 
ral  Way,  as  pretend  to  do  it  when  he  is 
.  called  in  to  inoculate.  It  is  of  no  Confe- 
quence  who  performs  the  Operation,  pro¬ 
vided  that  what  is  proper  to  be  done  be-^ 
fore  and  afterwards  is  not  omitted.  If 
the  Surgeon  is  ufed  at  any  Time,,  confine 
him  to  the  Works  of  his  Profellion,  and 
provide  a  Phyfician  to  dired:  the  Manage¬ 
ment,  Diet,  and  Medicines,  which  laft  muft

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be  fuppofed  to  know  more  of  this  Dif- 

eale  than  the  other,  and  how  to  aft  in 

every  refpeft,  for  it  is  the  fame  as  that 

by  common  Contagion ;  yet  where  right 

Means  are  ufed,  it  is  rendered  more  mild, 

for  the  moft  part  it  fcarcely  merits  the 

Name  of  a  Diforder,  and  is  rarely  fatal. 

If  it  is  thought  convenient  to  employ 

only  one,  'the  moft  knowing  fhould  be 

preferred,  I  mean  the  Phyfician,  left  for 

Want  of  due  Caution,  Diet,  Management, 

and  proper  Medicines,  the  Patient  runs 

greater*  Riik  than  there  is  need  of,  or  lofes 

his  Life  by  the  Tran faftion.  Begin  arighr, 

for  it  is  better  to  have  no  Mifchief  pre- 

fent,  than  to  be  obliged  to  feek  its  Re-

Food,  now  this  is  changed  for  a  Town- 
air,  little  or  no  Exercife,  and  luxurious 
Living  3  what  Mifchiefs  may  hence  accrue, 
is  too  glaring,  a  Legion  of  Maladies'^to 
the  Nurfe,  which  muft  produce,  and  form 
in  the  poor  Infant,  who  fucks,  a  Multitude 
of  Ills,  but  fhould  the  Mothers  Confti- 
tution  permit,  and  fhc  is  To  good  as  to 
follow  Nature  s  Law,  and  nourilh  her  OfF- 
fpringi  ftill  it  remains,  that  Health  muft  be 
prcferved  in  two  at  the  fame  Time,  which 
is  certainly  a  more  difficult  Talk,  than  to 
do  it  in  one.

^nd  Boils  are  formed  in  the  Gums.  Dur-r 
ing  this  Time,  their  Bowels  ar«  frequentr 
ly  out  of  Order,  and  caufe  numerous  Ca^ 
lamities  to  thefe  poor  little  Lambs,  they  | 
cannot  deferibe  their  Complaints,  and  if 
the  Caufe  of  the  Affliftion  is  gueffed  at, 
what  Difficulties  attend  the  Application  of 
a  Remedy.  Before  they  can  fmile  on 
their  Parents,  cruel  Death  comes,  and  re- 
morfelefs  nips  the  Bud  of  Life,  almoft 
upon  its  firft  Appearance.  Yet  if  Parents 
or  Friends,  infift  upon  having  Infants  inocu- 

lated  at  tlie  Breaft,  becaufe  feme  may  be 

obfti- 
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ebftihaffe  id  thii  Notion/  the  Pl^rfidaa 
(hould  be  patticularljT  careful  to^  ihforth 
them  of  every  thing  that  may  be  dreaded, 
that  if  the  Event  does  not  prove  fucccls- 
fu4  no  Blame  may  be  lajd  to  his  Charge, 
who  has  warned  them  of  the  Danger,  and 
is  mortified  fufficiently  by  the  Lofs  of  the 
Patient.  But  as  fome,  who  have  been  inor 
culated  at  the  Brcaft^  have  fucceeded,  if  he 
is  required  to  undertake  it,  I  think  he 
fhould  not  leave  it  to  be  done  by  the 
Surgeon.

1  mean  the  Small-pox,  whofe  Nature  they 
are  beft  acquainted  with,  being  reafonably 
efteemed  the  moft  capable  to  relieve  and 
aflift  Nature,  whenever  £lie  has  this  Bur¬ 
den  in  the  natural  Way.  Yet  the  Prefump- 
tion  of  the  Surgeon  is  fomewhat  en¬ 
couraged,  as  he  finds  Perfons,  who,  for 
want  of  Knowledge  or  Thought,  lay  the 
chief  Strefs  of  this  Bufinefs,  not  upon  its 
proper  Foundation,  namely,  the  State  of 
Body  for  receiving  the  Infe6i;ion,  though 
the  lead  Attention  imaginable,  given  to 
what  happens  in  the  common  way,  muft 
convince  an  Obferver,  that  from  the  Con¬ 
tagion  in  the  fame  Inftanr,  different  Ha¬ 
bits  are  differently  affefted,  fomc  with  the 
word  Kind,  others  with  the  mod  favour¬ 
able.

they  are  avoided,  or  correfted  beforeT 
hand  by  Medicines,  exhibited  with  found 
Judgment  >  as  this  is  the  Truth,  no  one.

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and  at  no  dearer  Rate  than  that  of  a  Sur¬ 
geon,  if  he  is  a  Man  of  Rank  in  his  Pro- 
feffions  who  cannot  be  fuppdfed,  if  any  one 
confiders,  and  yet  no  Difcrcdit  to  him,  to 
underftand  this  Bufinefs  fo  well  as  the  Phv- 
ficiari. 

The  Ages  after  this  Period  claim  alTured- 
ly  not  lefs  Skill,  as  it  is  maoifeh  there  is 
more  Hazard  from  a  Variety  of  Caufes  i 
it  behoves  then  thore  efpeeially  to  have 
Recourfc  to  the  Perfon  recommended,  whd 
judge  now,  and  always  beft  of  the 
Body's  State,  if  there  is  any  Difeafe  to  be 
temoved,  how  far  Preparanon  is  to  be 
carried^  and  what  Rind  is  required,  the 
luitabie  Diet  will  be  direded  by  him,  and 

every  other  thing  provided  fori  which  con^ 
cerns  the  Patient's  Welfare.

Whenever  Inoculation  is  pradif€d,.Qre 
fhould  be  taken  that  the  Patient  be  in  a 
proper  State  of  Health,  with  regard  to 
the  Body,  and  cafy  in  his  Mind^  left  what 
lurks  within  is  made  worlc,  and  produc¬ 
tive  of  fonie  Malady  or  Death  itfclf.  It 
is  known  that  fometimes  thofe  who  are 
fond  of  being  inoculated,  will  conceal 
lllnefs  they  ought  to  difeover  5  and  fome 
who  may  be  concerned  for  them  in  this 
Matter,  either  are  not  able,  or  do  not 
diLifc  to  be  too  inquifitive,  as  they  think! 
they  may  mifs  the  Opportunity  of  ino-l 
dilating,  or  putting  Money  into  theirj 
Pockets  on  that  account  5  and  if  it  is  de-j 
layed  Accidents  may  happen,  and  anotherlj 
be  employed  in  their  Stead.  *  Let  the  Com-J| 
plaints  that  afredany  one  be  inquired  into,g 
and  ftrft  removed,  before  this  Bu fin, efs  dsl 
entered  upon,  by  confulting  a  Phylician^j

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tificial  Difeafe  j  and  as  Preparation  will 
do  Service,  which  every  one  muft  be  con¬ 
vinced  of,  who  confiders,  what  is  often 
obferved  in  the  natural  Way,  to  arife  from 
Diet  and  Medicines,  he  it  is  who  can  pr^- 
feribe  fuch  Food,  and  other  Things,  as 
are  fit  to  put  the  Patient  in  a  good  State 
for  receiving  the  Infedlion  5  to  thefe  he  will 
add  a  refraining  from  all  violent  Exercife, 
the  fparing  Ufe,  or  abfolute  Reftraint  from 
all  Flelh-meats,  and  ftrong  Liquors, and 
will  require  the  Patient  to  be  confined  to 
an  airy  Apartment,  which  may  be  heated 
or  cooled  as  there  is  Occafion,  cutting  off 
all  kind  of  Intercourfe  that  can  poffibly 
communicate  the  Small-pox  in  the  com¬ 
mon  Way.  This  Method  muft  be  per- 
fifted  in  fourteen  Days  at  leaft  before  the 
Operation  is  performed,  for  that  Space  is 
quite  requifite,  to  declare  with  Certainty, 
,  that  he  is  clear  from  the  Difeafe  by  com¬ 
mon  Contagion.  The  too  frequent  Neg- 
led  of  this  laft  Caution,  calls  aloud  for  the 
fevereft  Reprimand,  as  it  may  be  attended 

I  with 
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i^iththeworft  of  ConfequcnceS)  and  there¬ 
fore  it  is  moft  earneftly  wifhed^  that  no  oni 
will  dare  to  venture  for  the  future  to  in^ 
oculare,  without  keeping  the  Patients  up 
the  neceflary  Time  before-hand,  and  not 
fuffer  them  to  go  abroad,  unlcfs  he  ii 
Willing  to  fhew  to  every  onej  who  has  the 
leaft  Confideration,  that  he  knows  not 
what  he  is  about,  and  that  he  defcrves  to  be 
branded  all  over  with  Infamy,  who  can  be 
fo  ftrangely  ftupid,  as  not  to  infifi  that  thiiil 
is  pundtually  obferved.  If  it  is  not,  the 
Patients  may  be  infeded  by  the  ordinary 
Way^  and  fo  can  receive  no  Benefits  front 
Inoculation;  The  Evils  caufed  by  this  bad 
Conduftj  flings  Blame  bn  the  Praftice^ 
falutary  in  itfelf,  from  the  Madneft  of 
thofe  by  whom  it  is  exercifed.  Thn^ 
Mankind  may  be  induced  to  lay  afidd 
What  is  fb  evidenly  calculated  for  the  pub¬ 
lic  Goodi  to  mitigate  the  Affliftions  of  a 
lothfome  and  painful  Diftemper,  by  a  Me¬ 
thod  attended  with  little  Danger  and 
great  Succefs^  which  produces,  when  con-5 

dudled 
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jlufted  by  the  fkilful  Phy/ician,  rathet 
•  more  than  one  can  well  exped  from  it. 
The  Confinement  recommended  has  fur¬ 
ther  Service,  it  keeps  the  Patients  from 
catching  other  contagious  Diforders,  which 
no  wife  Man  would  have  to  deal  with  at 
the  fame  Time,  if  he  could  avoid  it.  This 
Time  likewife  dilcovers  more  evident¬ 
ly  the  Habit  of  Body,  and  its  Ailments, 
and  what  is  to  be  feared  is  more  plainly 
diftinguiflied.  The  Courfe  to  be  fleered 
is  better  known,  what  Sail  can  be  carried, 
how  the  Haven  lies,  where  the  Rocks  and 
Sands,  and  how  the  defired  Land  is  to  be 
made  and  gained  with  Safety, 

Great  Confidence  of  doing  well,  is  won¬ 
derfully  fcrviceablc  in  all  Sicknefs,  efpeci- 
ally  in  this ;  conceived  good  Opinion  gives 
Courage  to  attempt  an  Undertaking,  and 
this  !s  greatly  flrengthened  by  knowing  you 
fliall  be  affifted  therein  by  all  neceflary 
Means,  and  have  the  moft  able  to  defend 
and  fupport  you  throughout,  happen  what 
will }  this  is  always  in  your  Power,  who 
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enter  upon  Inoculation  5  you  can  chufc 
rhem,  who  are  known  to  be  the  moft 
flcilful,  and  be  under  their  Diredion,  Time 
and  Place  convenient  may  be  taken,  and 
whatever  is  known  to  be  prejudicial  may 
'  be  fliunned.

It  is  well  known,  that  fome  have  been 
inoculated  once,  without  having  any  Ap¬ 
pearance  of  any  thing  that  could  be  called 
the  Difeafe  5  being  contented  with  this, 
nothing  elfc  has  been  done ;  afterwards 
they  have  been  feized  by  accidental  Conr 
tagion,  and  have  died  by  it, when  they  ima¬ 
gined  thcmfelves  feenre.  This  affords  atir 
other  Reafon  for  preferring  the  Phyfician 
to  the  Surgeon  in  this  Undertaking,  as  he 
knows  beft  the  Diftemper  where  he  fees 
it;  and  if  what  appears  is  not  fatisfac- 
tory,  a  Repetition  of  the  Operation  will 
be  infilled  on,  with  proper  Cautions,  and 
no  Means  omitted,  that  can  leave  any 
Room  to  doubt  of  Security  for  the  fu^ 
ture.
